GENEVA, March 13.—The Span- 
ish Government, declaring regular 
units of the Italian Army were 
fighting against it, charged today 
in a note to the League of Nations 
that Italian and German warships 
in the new European neutrality pa- 
trol “will attack Barcelona and 
Valencia under pretext of guarding 
the coast.” 

The protest charged also that 
regular German troops were sup- 
porting the insurgent attack on 
Madrid and accused both countries 
of waging war on Spain. 

The German troops, the note said, 
{nclude tank and machine gun 
corps and flame projector com- 
panies—all motorized divisions. 

Dispatch of regular foreign army 
troops to Spain, the note said, is a 
flagrant violation of the covenant 
of the League of Nations which 
obligates members to respect and 
preserve the territorial integrity 
and existing political independence 
of all other members. 

The telegraphed statement said 
the offensive against Madrid was 
being waged by four regular. di- 
visions of the Italian army, a regu- 
lar army commander and three di- 
visions of Black Shirts. 

The commander-in-chief of this 
army, the note said, is a “Gen. 
Mangini,” who has headquarters at 
Algora. 

The statements were based on in- 
formation the Spanish Government 
said it had obtained from Italian 
officers and men captured in fight- 
ing in Spain. 

From their accounts, the note 
said, It appeared that on last Feb. 
6, and for several following days, 
regular Italian troops landed at 
Cadiz, Spain, from the Italian 
steamer Sicilia and other ships. 

“Two Italian 
rebel headquarters plans, are to 
take Madrid while Italian and Ger- 
man squadrons, under pretext of 
guarding the coast, will attack Bar- 
celona and Valencia,” the note said. 
It charged the situation, in viola- 
tion of international law, amounted 
to an undeclared state of war. 

Calling it a “scandalous violation” 
of the League covenant, the Spanish 
Government appealed to the League 
to communicate its note to all 
members.

ICKES SAYS SUPREME COURT 
“FLOUTS WILL OF PEOPLE” 


Second Victory Dinner Speaker at 
Raleigh, N. C., Where Tydings 
Failed to Mention Roosevelt. 

RALEIGH, N. C., March 13.— 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes said 
here last night at a second victory 
dinner that the Supreme Court was 
“packed with nominees of the old 
order” and that it had “usurped 
powers” from the legislative and 
executive branches of Government. 
The address, which was broadcast, 
was interrupted frequently by 
cheering and rebel yells. 

Ickes said the people are wonder- 
ing whether perhaps there is not 
in the Supreme Court as now con- 
stituted a judicial dictatorship,” he 
said, criticising opponents of the 
Roosevelt court scheme. 

The second victory dinner was 
called by officers of the State 
Democratic party after

MUSSOLIN! IN LIBYA, 
SCENE OF U.S, EXPLON 


Premier Stays Overnight in 
Derna, Captured by Lieut. 
‘Eaton in 1804,

DERNA, Libya, March 13, — Pre- 
mier Benito Mussolini, inspecting 
Italy’s North African colonial do- 
main, strode through throngs ‘of 
cheering Moslems today acclaimed 
as the “protector of our race and 
our religion.” 

“God, through you, is restoring 
peace and prosperity to mankind,” 
the Moslem Magistrate of Derna 
told the Italian dictator in welcom- 
ing him to the seaport city on his 
first visit to Libya in 10 years. 

Mussolini’s party, including his 
host, Governor-General] Italo Balbo, 
was to continue toward Tripoli 
along the 1250-mile coastal highway 
which Mussolini officially opened 
yesterday. Thousands of Berbers, 
Bedouins and Arabs camped along 
the highway to pay homage, and 
through the night their songs and 
drum-beats echoed. 

10-Day Inspection Trip. 

Ahead of Mussolini was a 10-day 
schedule to see great stretches of 
the colony Italy wrested from Tur- 
key in 1912 and to inspect its aug- 
mented air and other military 
forces. 

Mussolini paid silent tribute to 
the memory of Lieut. William 
Eaton of Connecticut, who with 10 
Americans, 38 Greeks and 400 
Arabs captured Derna 133 years 
ago on behalf of the United States 
in the conflict with Tripoli. He 
found the walls over which Eaton's 
men clambered to victory still 
standing. But the marks of cannon 
shot from three American brigs 
have long been erased. 

The Premier remained here over- 
night. 

Derna, on the edge of the Sirte 
desért, today is one of the beauty 
spots of the Cirenaican coast. It 
has a postoffice, a telegraph sta- 
tion and a modern hotel.

DR. THOMSON, FRST 
FLECTRIG WELDER. DIES 


General Electric Man Who 
Patented the Process in 
1886 Succumbs at 83.

SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., March 13. 
—Dr. Elihu Thomson, of the Gen- 
eral Electric Co., inventor of elec- 
tric are welding, died today at his 
home. He had been seriously ill 
since January. The noted inven- 
tor, who received his first patent 
on electric welding in 1886, would 
have been 84 years old on March 


At his bedside when he died 
was his wife and his three sons, 
Roland D. Thomson of Schenec- 
tady, Malcolm Thomson of Swamp- 
scott, and Donald T. Thomson of 
Rye, N. F. 

Last fall engineers gathered in 
Detroit and Lynn to celebrate the 
fiftieth anniversary of electric 
welding. He exchanged greetings 
over a special wire with the two 
celebrations, It was his last pub- 
lic activity. i 

An Inventor at Age of 11. 

At the age of 11 the. inventor 
conceived a crude friction machine. 
Through his high school course and 
for more than 60 years, he devoted 
himself to mechanical, optical and 
electrical experiments and inven- 
tions. In his seventy-sixth year he 
undertook the making of a 200-inch 
telescope mirror, a task which de- 
manded accuracy to the one-mil- 
lionth of an inch. 

Chemistry and physics ‘were his 
favorite studies. He was attracted 
by the possibilities of electrical ap- 
plication and in 1876 he built his 
first model dynamo. He was cred- 
ited with 700 patents. 

One of his early inventions, pro- 
duced in conjunction with Edwin J. 
Houston, then professor of natural 
philosophy at the Central High 
School, Philadelphia, was the ma- 
chine for the perfectly continuous 
centrifugal separation of substances 
of different densities. The prac- 
tical value of the machine immedi- 
ately was recognized, particularly 
— — separation of cream from 


The welding of metals by elec- 
tricity wag the most distinctive of 
Dr. Thomson's inventions. 

Other Inventions and Honors. 

Among others of his noteworthy 
inventions were lightning arreaters, 
watt-hour meter, designed for the 
measurement of either direct or al- 
ternating current, constant-current 
transformer, high frequency trans- 
former, alternating current repul- 
sion motor and many appliances 
for securing safety in electrical in- 
stallations. 5 

He was twiee awarded the John 
Scott legacy medal and premium 
of the Franklin Institute; the Rum- 
ford medal of the American Acad- 
emy of Arts and Sciences; the 
Hughes medal of the Royal So- 
ciety of Great Britain; the first 
Edison medal of the American In- 
stitute of Electrical Engineers; the 
Elliott Cresson medal of the Frank- 
lin Institute; the John Frits medal 
given by the four principal Amer-

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 13.— 
Defendants in the third vote fraud 
trial here took the stand in United 
States District Court today to testi- 
fy in their own behalf. 

The first witness was Joseph 
Hobdy, against whom evidence has 
been scant. Hobdy, a Fire Depart- 
ment captain, was precinct captain 
for the faction of Congressman Jo- 
geph B. Shannon at the last national 
election. 

He testified he was busy “getting 
out the vote” throughout the pre- 
cinct and working for the fire- 
men’s pension fund amendment, 
and categorically denied any wrong- 
doing. He said the only ballot he 
handled was the one he voted. He 
gaid he saw the ballots “sorted out” 
at night and was under the impres- 
gion they were being counted. 

He aided in counting the amend- 
ment ballots, he said, and insisted 
three ballot boxes were used at the 


polls. 

Cross-Examination of Hobdy. 

On vigorous cross-examination, 
Hobdy conceded he aided in count- 
ing the amendment ballots but said 
it had “always been customary” for 
a precinct captain to aid in that 
way, though he knew it was against 
the rules. 

Telling of polling the precinct he 
finally said: “I don’t know myself 
the use of polling. Folks tell you 
one thing and vote another way.” 

Asserting he didn’t know how 
many Republicans were in the pre- 
cinct, he said the Republican vote 
had “dwindled down—it’s that way 
all over the country.” 

A “long, long time ago,” Hobdy 
said, it used to be about “50-50” 
in his precinct. 

The next defendant to take the 
stand was Mrs. Alice M. Froeschl, 
Democratic judge and a cashier in 
a downtown department store. 

The other defendants are, John 
T. Little, Democratic judge of the 
nineteenth precinct of the Twelfth 
Ward at the last national election; 
Forrest C. Holman, Democratic 
clerk; James E. Maxey, Republican 
judge, and Gilbert Stevens, the 
Democratic captain for the Pender- 
gast machine. 

Two women, Mrs. Lena T. Green, 
Republican judge, and Mrs. Ruth 
Hogendorn, Republican clerk, en- 
tered pleas of nolo contendere and 
threw themselves on the mercy of 
the Court. 

Mrs. Froeschel’s Testimony. 

Mrs. Froeschel, the wife of a fire- 
man, said she was not guilty of any 
irregularity. She observed Little, 
Stevens and T. H. Cummins, Re- 
publican precinct captain, “going 
through” the ballots after the polls 
closed, she testified. Stevens, the 
Democratic captain, she said, called 
off the names to be entered in the 
poll book but- she could not say 
where he got them. 

On cross-examination by Maurice 
M. Milligan, United States District 
Attorney, she said “I don’t look for 
those things,” when asked if she 
saw irregularities at the last elec- 
tion and in the notoriously corrupt 
primary in which she also served 
as judge. 

She identified her writing in the 
listing of the certified vote totals, 
which has been shown to be false, 
and said Stevens told her what to 
put down. 

Mysterious “Dark-Haired Man.” 

Mrs. Froeschl, who was followed 
to the stand by several character 
witnesses, recalled seeing the mys- 
terious “dark-haired man” at the 
polls. This strange visitor is the 
man described in the Government’s 
testimony as having came “from T. 
J. s office,” presumably the hegd- 
quarters of Thomas J. Pendergast, 
Democratic boss of the State, who

I am neither priest nor statesman

any law, either sacred or secular.

Theoretically, the sanctity of par- 
ents listens lovely. Practically, a 
parent is ag sacred as it acts and 
no more so. And the same ruling 
applies to our ‘hotly contested

If consenting to the marriage of 
9-year-olds is all some parents 
know about the protection of child- 
hood, they are not fit to be on the 
job. And if legally okaying such 
unions is all some states know 
about the majesty of America, they, 
too, could stand considerable wis- 
ing up.

ETTING the dawdler be late for 
school rarely serves.

At the same time, whenever it is 
possible to let him take the conse- 
quences of his behavior and be in- 
convenienced by it, do so.

There are some experiences too 
costly for practical advantage.
